P attern, which grew out of 
a 19 64 regional conference at 
S tate University College a t New 
Paltz, is a p rivately financed, 
non-p artisan 
regional p lanning, 
research and develop ment cor­ 
p oration, concerned w ith guiding 
the orderly, grow th of the Mid 
Hudson 
area—sp ecifically, 
the 
counties of 
Columbia, 
Greene, 
Dutchess, Orange, Putnam , Sul­ 
livan and Ulster. 
The organization also is among 
the first in the nation to p rovide 
the imp etus for regional p lan­ 
ning from the p rivate and edu­ 
cational 
sectors, 
rather 
than 
from the governm ental sector, 
which usually finances such ven­ 
tures. 
In their initial meeting, P a t­ 
tern’s 
officials 
conferred 
last 
m onth with several of the rank­ 
ing county sup ervisors in 
the 


area. 
In succeeding weeks and 
months, other meetings will be 
scheduled with officials and p lan­ 
ners in the region’s cities, towns 
and villages, and with leaders in 
such fields as education, conser­ 
vation, business, labor and the 
p rofessions. 
10 to Attend 
On the state level, the region 
is served by an even dozen legis­ 
lators, five senators and seven 
assemblymen, a few of them liv­ 
ing as far away as Binghamton 
and H obart. 
Desp ite this, and the fact this 
is a busy p eriod in the Legisla­ 
ture, a total of 10 Legislators 
have agreed to attend. 
C. David Looks, P F P ’s p resi­ 
dent and chief executive officer, 
said he was both "p leased and 
imp ressed by the resp onse. W ith 
this kind of interest being shown 
at the state level” he added "I'm 
sure we can develop the basic 
understanding we need to insure 
that P attern’s eventual p rogram s 
will be resp onsive to a broad 
sp ectrum of the region’s p eo­ 
p le. . 
In his letter of invitation. Lc- 
lan F. Sillin Jr., chairm an of P at­ 
tern’s board, 
p ointed out that 
“unlike other group s, we have no 
sp ecial legislative axe to grind.

Public sentiment has been rally ing to 
sav e the 1 1 6-y ear-o ld bridge, o ne o f the 
few remaining co v ered spans in New Yo rk 
State. The bridge, co nsidered to be the o ld­ 
est o f its kind in the state, has beco me a 
to urist attractio n and its picture has ap­ 
pealed o n numero us publicity fo lders, in 
magazines and newspapers. 
Architect Albert E. Milliken, who is do ­ 
nating his sei’v ice to the co mmittee, de­ 
clares that if the bridge isn’t repaired with­ 
in two y ears it pro bably will fall into the 
Wall kill Riv er. 
There is o ppo sitio n to the preserv atio n o f 
the bridge in its present lo catio n near Rif- 
to n by the Wallkill Valley Co ntro l Co mmit­ 
tee, which charges that the bridge is caus­ 
ing flo o d waters in lo w-ly ing farm lands. 
The bridge is v isible to the milio ns o f 
mo to rists who use the Thru way and is a 
unique attractio n. Therein lies the impo rt­ 
ance o f its lo catio n. 
Co v ered bridges o nce were plentiful and 
co nsequently receiv ed little attentio n. They 
did pro tect the ro adway fro m the elements, 
ho wev er, and were quite po pular as lo v ers’ 
lanes. 
Ulster Co unty is steeped in histo ricity 
and fhe bridge is o f deep co ncern to tho se 
resid ents who are interested in the preser­ 
v atio n o f o ld landmarks, which giv e the 
lo cale its histo ric atmo sphere. 
Resto ratio n o f the bridge will mean that 
in the y ears to co me there will be a mem­ 
o rial to y estery ear when a natio n used 
ho rse po wer and iro n-rimmed wheels. No 
newly co nstructed bridge can hav e the 
genuine flav o r o f o ne a century o ld. 
Perrine’s Bridge sho uld be rehabilitated.

Rapid Rhy thm No t Alway s 
Sign o f Heart Disease 
q— W hat cau ses galloping rhythm ? Is it seri­ 
ou s? Wou ld it be safe for a person w ith this con- j 
dition to have an operation on his hand? 
A—Ordinarily in listening to you r heart you r 
doctor hears two distinct sou nds w ith each beat. 
A three-sou nd rhythm , or galloping rhythm , may 
indicate a disease of the heart valves, beginning 
heart failu re or may be of no significance. How- 
seriou s it is wou ld depend on other associated 
cardiac findings bu t. in any case, it shou ld not be 
a reason not to have an operation for the correc­ 
tion of some u nrelated condition. 
Q— Abou t 20 m onths ago I was hospitalized for 
a heart attack. Since then I have had skipped 
beats, som etim es as often as five tim es a minu te. 
Is this seriou s? 
A— Skipped beats or ex trasystoles are very 
common and of no significance. 
Everyone has 
them at times. I dare say you have had them all
